Gain Far Government. 

Berlin, Jan. 13 —Government forces 
have captured the police headquarters 
after a short bombardment. When the 
fighting began the troops fired a few 
shells, and then waited to see what 
effect had i»een made on the Sparta¬ 
cans. When the latter failed to show 
signs of yielding, two men went for¬ 
ward with a white flag, demanding thq 
surrender of the Spartacans. They 
were shot and killed by the men hold¬ 
ing the building. 

Artillery fire was then resumed for 
a few minutes and the Spartacans be¬ 
gan trying to flee. The soldiers then 
Stormed the building with a cheer and 
took several hundred prisoners. No 
government troops were killed in this, 
encounter. 

It Is reported that the Bolshevists 
are believed to have suffered the bus 
of fifty killed and many wounded. The 
soldiers were enraged at the khooting 
of the white flag bearers and the Bol¬ 
shevists are said to have fgrqd badly 
in the final clash. 

Evacuated Buildings. 

Copenhagen. Jan. 11.—Spartacan ad¬ 
herents evacuated the Morse and Ull- 
steln premises in Berlin, and the 
building occupied by the Wolff Bur¬ 
eau Saturday night.

Associated with demobilisation Is 
the important work. of repatriation, 
that Is to say, tbs restoration of the 
returned soldier to civil life and occu¬ 
pation. This great service is being 
carried out by a Committee of the 
Cabinet and a nation-wide organiza¬ 
tion which has been created embrac¬ 
ing the Departments of the Dominion 
Government In charge of this work,

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EXHIBITION OF ARTS 
AND GRAFTS MONDAY 


Artists New to City Exhibit at 
Island Club’s Annual 
Show 


To-morrow the long-iK*t j*n*4 
Arte and CjufU exhibition annually 
held under the auspices or the Island 
Arte and Craft* Club wilt be opened 
to the" public, 'tad will remTUi open 
for the remainder of the week. The 
exhibition wm scheduled for October, 
but the intervention of the, ban neces- 
*Jtated Its poslpoacment lo the present 
date. 

The collection Is staffed In the rooms 
on the third floor of the I'emhcrtoai 
Block, where the exhibition wim held 
last year. While the actual number of 
exhibits in comparatively small, owing 
to the absence overseas of many former, 
exhibitor*, the general standard of the 
wor k Is of a high order, and in a city 
which, in common with other western 
centres, lacks any public gallery, af¬ 
fords welcome opportunity for the In¬ 
dulgence of a love of the beautiful In 
|H i - i|- T t. 

One of the most striking features of 
the exhibition is the excellent show¬ 
ing made by a number of artists new 
to Victoria. Of thossj the largest ex¬ 
hibit is that of R B. Butler, who has 
sent in some seven or eight water- 
colors. Old Country residents of the 
city will revel In his sketches of quaint 
bit* of Knit land. Including the corner 
of a Cotswold village, with It* half- 
timbered and gabled cottages. By this 
same artist are two views *f .3j^tpria 
harbor, one called •’Victoria's ]JH%|rk- 
ahop,” showing a very picturesque Con¬ 
ception of what to many would be on 
Ugly theme—a view of the chemical 
works and factories on the water¬ 
front. Broad in treatment. Mr. Butler’s 
work is particularly plcaaing in it* 
softness of color and freedom from 
the hardness of line to which many 
water-color artists ore prone. 

The inevitable touch of war Is Im¬ 
parted by the group of water-colors 
entitled. "Somephere In France,” by 
a returned soldier, Arthur H. Porker, 
of Cedar Hill. The theme I* beauti¬ 
fully treated, and has none of the lurid 
effect* which the title might suggest. 
Two of the little sketches show ruin¬ 
ed churches whose graceful lines even 
the ruthless hand of the Hun has not 
altogether obliterated. Even a view 
of a war-scarred road with a laden 
motor-bus on its way to the line* ho* 
an element of beauty as portrayed by 
this soldier-artist 

Exhibiting for the first time In Vic¬ 
toria, Rev. W. O. Boyd has a number 
of ceiever water-colors showing mar¬ 
ine views. Most of them are of local 
origin shewing charming glimpses of 
sea, sky and mountain in the vicinity 
«f victoria. 

Among the better-known local 
artists are T. Bam ford, former presi¬ 
dent of the Arts and Craft* Club, who 
ha* lost none of his old-time skill, and 
I* showing several delightful sea¬ 
scapes; Miss Jane Crouse, whose 
sketches Include one or two charming 
little bits in the vicinity of Vancouver, 
Miss Kit to, who shows several land¬ 
scapes of -broom,” and H. J. Davis, 
whose little marine sketches with their 
graceful, dancing cruft are among the 
most pleasing of the collection. 

Oil pointings ore very much in the 
minority, only a few artists being 
represented. Of these particular men¬ 
tion must bo made of the work of a 
young exhibitor. Miss Nora S«uth- 
well, who is showing several portraits. 
This artist's work is distinguished by 
It* fine treatment, and in each cose 
the play of light upon the features of 
the subject la very soft and skilfully 
treated.

BRITAIN’8 OIL FIELDS

Can we provide our own oil? It Is a 
vltAl question, one Which the govern¬ 
ment hopes to be able to answer In the 
affirmative. At present we have to 
rely almost entirely for supplies of oil 
from overseas. 

Of the world resources of oil the 
British Empire produce* less than 
two and a half per cent., of which 
four-fifth* comes to us from India. 

We must find petroleum under Brit¬ 
ish soil, and that is why Lord Cow- 
dray. acting for the Government, la 
boring^tor oil in Derbyshire. It is con¬ 
sidered by I»rd Cowdray and his staff 
of expert* that reservoirs of oil may 
be found, particularly in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Chesterfield, at a depth of be¬ 
tween 2.000 feet and 4,000 feet. Opera¬ 
tions are to be curried on night and 
day, the British engineers being assist¬ 
ed by United States drillers, who are 
to put down a number of wells. Mil¬ 
lions of pounds will be saved to this 
country if the borings succeed.—Tit 
Bit*.

Accessibility, perpetual care and 
condition* at the old cemetery are dealt 
In _ th* report of the Special Com¬ 
mittee appointed to draft a statement 
for the public In view of the vote on 
the by-law next Thursday,-to purchase 
the Tod property at Cedar Hill 
i 0n Saturday The Times published 
i the financial feature*, and* the follow- 
I Ing are other phases of the situation in 
case of civic purchase: 

Location of Property. 

The land is situated directly adjoining 
Mount Douglas Park property on what 
Is known as the Cedar 11111 Road, about 
four miles from the City Hall 
Accessibility. 

It Is reached by way of Shelbourne 
Street, one of the finest paved avenues 
of the city, or suburbs. Though the 
afreet railway system has not been 
extended In tM* directio n . • there 1* no 
doubt. In any event, that, if the ceme¬ 
tery were located where the Tod prop¬ 
erty now la a lino of busses would be 
Instituted to accoduiiodate t passen¬ 
ger traffic to the pork, the beach and 
the cemetery. 

Payment ef Purchase. __ 

The owners of the property have 
agreed to accept payment In 20-year 
serial bond debentures, bearing Inter¬ 
est at live per cent, at par in lieu of 
cash. 

Perpetual Care System. 

It is the Intention of the Council to 
establish at once the park perpetual 
care system, and to make provision for 
legacies and requests, to assist the 
fun%\vhich will be established by the 
city with the special object of securing 
the perpetual upkeep of all plots used 
for Interment purposes. In the primary 
establishment of this fund, it Is ex¬ 
pected that the municipal Wee ef Oak 
Bay. Saanich and Esqulmalt will co¬ 
-operate with the city, as indicated In a 
resolution to that effect passed at a 
meeting of the Special Joint Commit¬ 
tee held on August 2. 1*1*. The title 
to the land will be vested in the Cor¬ 
poration of the City of Victoria. ^ 
General Feature#. 

The land has been examined, tested 
and found admirably adapted for the 
purpose. It slopes to the east, and-there 
is a natural channel for drainage to 
the sea. The three municipalities inter¬ 
ested adjoining Victoria have Indicated 
their concurrence In its selection. ~lt 
will form the counter part of the park 
which It adjoins and the beach close 
by which has already become a popu¬ 
lar resort for picnickers. With the 
park,, beach and cemetery combined, 
these point* will demand, and are cer¬ 
tain to receive. pr«|>er and adequate 
attention frpm transportation com pan- 

Provision has been mode for the an¬ 
nual expenditure of a considerable sum 
of money op the Improvement of 
Mount Douglas Park and Beach, and If 
the cemetery is located adjacent there¬ 
to and maintained under the perpetual 
care s)*stem, 1* would form another 
feature In the continuous beauttfivation 
of the locality 

Conditions at Cemetery. 

While the old cemetery has not 
reached a condition where there are no 
more lots available, It Is rapidly ap¬ 
proaching It. Only a few more lots orw 
left In the Anglican portion of the 
cemetery, and only a very limited 
number are available for purchase 
from the corporation. The medium 
priced lota are nearly all taken up. so 


that choice of selection Is restricted fo 
plot*, the firfce of which, or the loca¬ 
tion of which, in a number of instance*, 
tnay. or may not. lie satisfactory. The 
caretaker of the Cemetery estimates 
that there will be sufficient plots 
available for purefcute another 

year, hut not longer, under exiating 
Conditions. In any event not Inm than 
a year would be required suitably U> 
prepare new ground for use as a ceme¬

The Yukon, he says, is essentially a 
country for development by large syn¬ 
dicates. ’’YcOi have to sink a large 
sum of money," he said, "before you 
have anything sufficiently developed 
to offer to the Mg operators. Thai 
average small Operator cannot afford 
to Invest a hundred thousand dollars 1 
or so in a proposition which would ap- 
|ieal to the hlg operator, and It Is only 
by syndicate development that mining 
will go ahead.” 

Dr Gillis pointed out that the gold 
la there, and he spoke very hopefully 
of the Mayo District as one of the best 
mining sections of the territory. Ho 
declared that tranaportotion Is the one 
factor which will revive the country, 
pointing out. for Instance, that no 
wonder prices were high when a mer¬ 
chant had to cany* hia stock t welve 
months ahead Huch burdens were 
necessarily shifted to the consumer, 
driving people away from the Yukon.

He. was not considered a striking sue- 
j cess. 

Hie Theatrical Career. 

Two years later he was back In Eng- 
] land, and soon afterward appeared with 
Henry Irving and Ellen Terry in nu¬ 
merous plays. 

When he reappeared In New York at 
Waltacks Theatre In 1869 he readily 
established a mputation as a light com¬ 
edian and organised a touring com¬ 
pany of his own which covered all the 
cities *n the United States. 

The repertory of his whole stage 
career would fill a column of fine print. 

The "School for 8candal,” in which he 
appeared as Charles Surface, was one 
play which remained a trump card for 
many years. "Pink Dominos," which 
he produced in 1877. was a piece which 
ran for over 600 night*.

Far Fifty Years. 

Sir Charles Wyndham, through his 
visits to America, covering a period of 
fifty yean, was almost as well known 
to the theatregoers In this country as 
he was In his native England. He was 
a prime favorite of the English stage 
and had met with some success on the 
European continent. 

Probably few of those who remarked 
upon his military bearing on the stage, 
standing as he did above six feet in 
height, straight and slim as a sapling, 
realised that the noted actor began his 
acquaintance with the Americana a 
surgeon In the Federal army during the 
Civil War. 

Born in Liverpool In 1827. Charles 
Wyndham was the son of a prominent 
physician. His parents intended him 
for the church, and there was great 
consternation In the family when he 
displayed Ms predilections for the life 
of an actor. To appease his father he 
agreed to study medicine, and about 
coincident with the rime or receiving 
his degree he married Emma Hllberaad. 
the granddaughter of a German Baron. 
I Turing his early years he had found a 
way to give vent to "his theatrical de¬ 
sires in numerous amateur perform¬ 
ances. In 1862, Just at his majority, 
he mode his first professional appear- 
um mi th. old Royalty Theatre ta 
London aa Chrlatoph.r Carnation In 
"Carnation of Carnation Cottas.."

Business Session at Parliament 
Buildings Terminated Sat¬ 
urday Afternoon 


Many subjects of vital Import to the 
-work of Forest Protection In British 
Columbia were discussed at the final 
business session of the Forest Protec¬ 
tion Committee which met at the Par¬ 
liament Buildings on Friday last, and 
continued Us sessions until Saturday 
afternoon. There were preeent rep¬ 
resentatives nominated by the lumber¬ 
men. timber owners and loggers of the 
Province and representatives of the 
, Department uf Lauds iu charge of for- 
! cstry administration. 

, Among others In attendance were 
IO. H. Naden. Deputy Minister of 
lands (chairman); K. J. Palmer, of 
\ thp Victoria Lumber Manufacturing 
I Company; t^McNgb. of the Baker 
J LutnWr Company. Wald*; M. D. 
Rector. International Xumber Com¬ 
pany; Neale Murray* Arrow Lakes 
Lumber Company. Kamloops; M. A. 
Grainger. Chief Forester; and P. Z. 
Caverhill, Forester.’ (secretary). 

Cost Loos kHUr——— - 
A statement submitted to the meet¬ 
ing showed that th.- Forest Protection 
Fund was in a satisfactory financial 
position. It was also disclosed that 
during the year 191$ some $5$ fires 
had occurred, und that the cost of 
fighting them had. tapped the treas¬ 
ury to the extent of $44,000. There is 
a considerable improvement here over 
tho year 1917 when, with condition* 
very little worse. $4».<hM) was tho aum 
involved In fire fighting costa. The 
total expenditure for the year for all 
purposes amounted to $377,000 and the 
revenue was expected to exceed this 
figure by a substantial margin. 

Two subjects of very considerable 
Importance were the questions of the 
dinpoasl of the accumulation of -old 
slosh—which create* a great deal «»f 
fire hazard In many section* of the 
Province each summer—and the 
proper system of dealing with, the 
fresh slash which each logging oper¬ 


ation creates. Plans jrere also laid by 
the Committee for a systematic bunt¬ 
ing campaign. 

Patrel by Air. 

Other subjects dealt with Included 
the question of enforcing precautions 
against fire where donkey engine* are 
used In the woods, road slosh, railway 
Slash and railway patrol. Dangers 
urislng out of the opening of the 
shooting season In the early fall, and 
the beat means of countering damage 
from camp fires was also subject for 
treatment by'the Committee, as well 
as the seeding up of burnt areas, the 
use of gasoline pumps in fighting for¬ 
est fires and the all important topic, 
of forest patrol by means of an aarial 
seme*. 

In this latter connection Captain L 
R. Andrews waa released from mili¬ 
tary duty In time to be present, and 
in view of his varied service with the 
Royal Air Force he was able to give 
the meeting the benefit of ripe experi¬ 
ence as wll as to testify as to the 
feasibility of aeroplane patrol for the 
Torests of Hrltlsh Columbia. Captain 
Andrews spent a good deal of time 
with the Air Force on the Ha Ionics 
front, and latterly has been on duty In 
Canada Xs an Instructor with the rank, 
of Squadron Commander.

Changes in Board of Trade Will 
Be Considered at Next 
Quarterly Meeting 


A partial reorganisation of the Vic- j 
toria Board of Trade 1 will be consider- , 
ed some three months from now. re¬ 
commendations to this effect having 
been introduced in the form of notices 
of motion at the recent quarterly 
meeting. The move suggested will 
consist in the abolition of many of the 
present standing committees, ami the 
; V formation in their place of sections 
Which would have power to govern 
themselves to a considerable extent. 

The system of sections has long 
been In existence In the Boards of 
Trade of Rustem Canada and the 
United States. The sec t i on s. If formed 
here, would he to all Intents and pur¬ 
poses small Boards of Trade. They 
would b« self-governing with the limi¬ 
tation that they do nothing contrary to 
the charter, by-laws and regulations of 
the parent body. The sections for In¬ 
stance would have the power to cre- 
Stc sub-sections to deal with differ¬ 
ent quraliungL-and they could Irani* 
by-laws for th sir own conduct. 

Under the proposed system, after 
the annual assembly of the Board, a 
meeting would be called to appoint 
chairfhen who would become ex'-of (Ido 
members of the.Council, thus forming 
„ a link between the section* and the 
Board. 

It Is proposed that sections should 
be created to deal with the following 
subjects: Trade and Transport, Re¬ 
sources, Jobbing and Manufacturing. 
Retail Merchandising, Domestic Af¬ 
fairs and Automobiles Provision is 
made for the formation of additional 
sections to any number found neces¬ 
sary, while the stundlng committees 
would be three: Harbor and Naviga¬ 
tion, Hallway Freights, and Ways and 
Means. _ 

Under the suggested ptan the presi¬ 
dent. with the approval of the Council, 
would name the chairmen of these 
committees who would be members of 
the Council. It Is stated that the sys¬ 
tem, If Inaugurated, would make It 
possible to enlarge the scope of the 
Board of Trade to any extent, the only 
stipulation being that every one taking 
part must be a member. 

Notice has also been gtven of a mo¬ 
tion to eliminate the regulation which 
makes It necessary to hold general 
meetings at three o'clock In the after¬ 
noon.
